Tue IIlinois Democrats assembled at 
Springfield in preparation for the Convention 
to-day are sore distraught at the nomination of 
Gen. Garfield, and are in a quandary as to what 
they shalido. A few days ago, when the nom- 
ination of Gen. Grant seemed probable, there 
were scores of Democratic candidates for 
nomination to the various State of- 
fices; now it looks as if it would 
be exceedingly difficult for the leaders 


to find any persons who will accept the empty 
honor of a place on the ticket. Carter Harrison 
is the only one apparentiy anxious for the 
nomination for Governor, and is backed up 
in his claims by Mike McDonald and a few other 
Chicago statesmen of the same stamp. But 
„Joe“ Mackin, Frank Agnéw, and Perry Smith 
will not listen to such a proposition. They even 
threaten to defeat his candidacy fora place in 
the delegation to Cincinnati. The country Demo- 
crats are disgusted with the Cook County mob 
and its bickerings, and will probably pay no at- 
tention whatever to their demands, and would 
be quite glad if the mob would fight out their 
dimculties by themselves. 


Tre Indiana Democrats met yesterday at 
Indianapolis to nominate State officers and to 
select delegates to the Democratic National 
Convention. At the request of the rival candi- 
dates for Governor, ex-Gov. Hendricks pre- 
sided, and was received with great enthusiasm. 
In his speech to the Convention, Gov. Hendricks 
referred to the ticket nominated at the Chicago 
Convention as weak, but he hadthe good sense 
at the same time to warn the Democracy that it 
would take hard work to beatit. He affected to 
believe that the Republicans did not deal fairly 
with Gen. Grant, and was evidently disappointed 
that the ex-President was not nominated at 
Chicago. The Convention nominated e¢x-Con- 
gressman Landers, of fiat lunacy notoriety, for 
Governor on the second ballot; and then, to 
heal the differences excited by the canvass, 
nominated Landers’ Competitor, Col. Gray, for 
Lieutenant-Governor. The other State officers 
were renominated, The delegates to the Cin- 
oinnati Convention are first, last, and all the 
time enthusiastically for Hendricks. The plat- 
form consists of fifteen resolutions, all of the 
regulation pattern. Senators McDonald and 
Voorhees are delegates-at-large, and will be the 
managers of the Hendricks boom at Cincinnati.

WHAT WILL THE DEMOCRATS DO} 

The nomination of Gen. Garfield has com- 
pletely frustrated and spoiled all Democratic 
calculations. The Demotrats came to Chi- 
cago in large humbers to shriek for Grant, 
and counted upon riding into power upon 
the popular opposition to third-termism. 
When the third-term issue was discarded 
they hoped that the Republican nomination 
would fall to Blaine or Sherman, in the be- 
lief that the followers of Grant could not be 
reconciled to such a choice, and that dissen- 
sions among the Republicans would con- 
tribute notably to Democratic victory. But, 
since the Republicans have refused to nom- 
inate a candidate in the interests of the Dem- 
ocrats, the Bourbon managers are all at sea. 

Garfield’s homination has directed special 
attention to Ohio, but Democratic opinion is 
divided as to what influence this circum- 
stance should exércise upon the party’s se- 
lection. Some of their leaders contend that, 
since a strong Ohio man has been taken up 
‘by the Republicans, the Democrats mast also 
look for a strong Ohio man in order to con- 
test the October election in that State. This 
view of the case would be favorable to Thur- 
man, or Payne, or Jewett. But other ad- 
visers take the opposit view of the case; 
they insist that the nomination of an Ohio 
man by the Republicans practically excludes 
the Democrats from taking a candidate from 
‘the same State. The theory of ti¥is view is, 
that the Democrats have nobody in Ohio who 
can beat Garfield, and that their true policy 
is to select candidates who will contribute to 
the — of the party in other Northern 
States. This is certainly the more rational 
theory of the two. Garfield cannot be beaten 
in Ohio. His great personal popularity will 
carry the State in October as well as Novem- 
ber by sweeping majorities. 

The shrewdest Democratic plan of contest 
will be to concentrate upon New York and 
Indiana, and that plan will probably be 
adopted. The old theory that Connecticut 
and New Jersey can be carried if New York 
goes Democratic has been exploded by Gar- 
field’s nomination. His strength is of a 
character’ to appeal especially to the New 
England and Middle States. Connecticut 
and New Jersey will go for Garfield with the 
rest of those States. 

The Democrats must get New York and 
Indiana in order to secure a majority of the 
Electoral vote, even in counting upon the 
Solid South. How to do this Is the question 
of the hour. Tilden is practically out of the 
field. There was only one emergency in 
which he was likely to be nominated—viz. : 
the nomination of Grant by the Republicans. 
Even in that event it was doubtful whether 
Tilden could have been nominated. To 
nominate him now would be a confession of 
defeat. He could carry neither New York 
nor Indiana against Garfield. There is a 
strong movement in behalf of Seymour for 
the first place, with some Democrat like Mc- 
Donald, of Indiana, for Vice-President. But 
it will be exceedingly difficult to secure such 
a combination. 

It is doubtful whether Seymour canbe in- 
duced to run under any circumstances. He 


bers the sacrifice of his life in order that 
others may acquire what they believe to be a 
better chance than they would otherwise en- 
joy for grabbing the spoils; but it is probable 
that neither Seymour nor those who are per- 
sonally attached to him will agree that the 
exaction is reasonable. 

If Seymour shall be nominated and shall 
accept, itis doubtful whether he will make 
as strong a run in New York as.many Demo- 
crats suppose. The Tilden faction will not 
give him any cordial support. When he 
carried New Yorkin 1868, then the recog- 
nized and active leader of his party, the 
achievement was only accomplished by the 
aid of 30,000 forged naturalization papers 
which the National Election laws have since 
shut off. Inthe New York election of last 
year the Democrats were defeated, not mere- 
ly as to the Gubernatorial candidate, about 
whom they were divided, but as to other 
candidates on the ticket upon whom both 
factions united and polled the full strength 
of the party vote. Mr. Seymour would prob- 
ably not poll so large a relative vote as was 
cast for Potter, the Democratic candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor, who was defeated 
though he received all the Tilden votes and 
all the Tammany votes. 

The younger voters in the Democratic par- 
ty have not the strong devotion to Seymour 
that is entertained by those who have grown 
gray in voting the Democratic ticket. Both 
his age (70 years) and his physical weakness 
would operate against him even in New York 
State, and to a much larger extent in Indi- 
ana and all other States where the Demo- 
crats entertain the smallest hope. 

The Democratic expedient of postponing 
the party Convention until after the Repub- 
licans had nominated will not be of any serv- 
ice to them this year. The nomination of 
Gen. Garfield has been universally accepted 
as the wisest and best selection that could 
have been made; and Arthur’s presence on 
the ticket, whatever else may be said of it, 
will undoubtedly bring out the best work of 
the Conkling faction in New York, while it 
will not alienate votes from Garfield, who is 
the head of the ticket and enjoys the finest 
possible health. There is no combination 
practicable to the Democrats which will seri- 
ously threaten the election of the manly, vig- 
orous, and accomplished candidate whom the 
Republicans have united upon as their stand- 


ard-bearer. 
THE FIATIST CONVENTIONS. 

The session of the Republican National 
Convention was so protracted that the ad- 
journment of that body was only accom- 
plished in time to make room for the double- 
headed Convention of the Fiatists and the 
Labor“ party. We cannot say whether 
these assemblages are two Conventions of 
one faction, or Conventions of two wings of 
the same faction, or Conventions of separate 
factions. One is styled he National Green- 
back party and the other the “ Green- 
back Labor party”; one meets at Farwell 
Hall and the other at the Exposition 
Building. One of these Conventions held a 
session in St. Louis some months ago, at 
which it adopted a platform, and one Dillaye 
and one Chambers, said to hail from New 
Jersey and Texas, respectively, were nomi- 
nated for President and Vice-President, but 
subject to any change or compromise in the 
ticket that may be satisfactory to the other 
Greenback Convention, which also met here 
yesterday. The other party, or wing of the 
same party, meets here to-day, and a union 
is to be attempted at least, if not accom- 
plished, This edlils itself the National 
Greenback party,” As well as we can un- 
derstand the difference between these two 
factions on the fiat and rag-baby question, it 
may be best explained by presenting the 
latest views of both, and by comparison of 
the two the reader can form his own con- 
clusions. 

1. The St. Louis Fiat Convention proposes 
that the Government shall issue legal-tender 
scrip to whatever amount may be named, 
and that this legaltender scrip be applied 
forthwith to the payment [7 of all the 
National bonds,” and if the bondholders re- 
fuse this scrip the bonds are to be repu- 
diated | 

What is to be done in the way of redeem- 
ing the scrip is not exactly defined, but the 
presumption is, that, having been used to 
“pay” off the bonds, then if too will be 
repudiated, or exist in the shape of fiat cur- 
tency, it being made treason, punishable 
with death at the nearest lamp-post, to ref use 
to accept the scrip as money. This is the 
reptile which has its candidates already 
nominated, and which has come to Chicago 
to swallow or be swallowed by the other 
snake, 

2. Convention number two is the Na- 
tional Greenback party,” and this is in ses- 
sion at the Exposition Building. It pro- 
poses also to issue all the legal-tender scrip 
that “may be necessary to pay the bonds,” 
but it proposes that the notes shall be made 
redéemable in coin on demand. It proposes 
to make greenbacks convertible on demand, 
and that as a beginning they be issued to an 
amount equal to the amount of National- 
bank notes outstanding. This involves 
practically the abolition of National-bank 
notes and the substitution of greenbacks. 
This is, as we understand, the platform of 
the faction which is seeking affiliation with 
the Democratic party, and a union with that 
party on the same candidates for Président 
and Vice-President. Whether it will propose 
candidates of its own, and offer them for 
adoption at Cincinnati, or go there to lobby 
for some Democra@>f their politics, is more 
than we can say. The Kev. De La Matyr 
and Denis Kearney are the Head Centres of 
this faction, the latter being an avowed sup- 
porter of Thurman. 

It must be remembered that specie-pay- 
ments were resumed by the Government ön 
the Ist of Jan uary, 1879, and that since that 
time our currency~greenbacks, bank-notes, 
silver, and gold~has had a uniform value as 
money. 

The quantity of currency in sight in this 
country was never 80 great as now. 
the gold, silver, greenbacks, and bank- 
notes in the country aggregating at this 
time in round figures nearly $1,000,000,000, 
and always on the‘increase. There is no 
bond now outstanding which is not on its 
face made payable, principal and interest, in 
coin; but the greenbacks being also payable 
in coin on dem the use of them to re- 
deem the bonds is mot objected to; on the 
contrary, they are preferred in some cases 
where the sum is large. 

Both wings of this faction, when asked 
| where they find the constitutional authority 
to increase the amount of greenback paper 
beyond the original sum named in the con- 
tract with the holders, generally answer by 
the suggestion that the- Constitution may go 
to a very warm locality where parchment is 
not preserved; and to any remark that the 
Courts would probably declare such an issue 
of paper money by the Government to be 


| illegal, the answer generally given is, that the 


law courts will be abolished and fiat-scrip 
courts established in their piace. 

Ot course it is absurd to attempt an argu- 
ment with people who answer that the 
changes they propose will be obtained by 
force. It is not likely that the Democrats 
at Cincinnati will affiliate with or recognize 
either of these tactions of a party which, so 


far as its numbers are concerned, can hardly

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with contempt alike by Republican 
Democratic parties, and by the whole body 
of the American people. In no other coun- 
try in the World is there a currency more a- 
ceptable to the people and more available for 
every purpose of trade than that in this 
country. Every dollar Of paper money is 
convertible into coin on demand, and the 
paper and the coin are abundant 1 meet 
every exigency, It is nothing short of mad- 
ness or profound ignorance that will suggest 
or propose to destroy that currency in whole 
or in part.

THE LAST WHINE OF THE THIRD- 


The ex-Organ of the ex-thitd-term cam- 
paign must be kindly indulged in a good 
deal of lamentation over the awful defeat 
which has overtaken the Bosses whom it 
represents. It is foolish, however, to whine 
so excessively as the ex-organ Wid yester- 
day. Everybody knows how badly it feels, 
‘because everybody understands how mueh 
it had at stake on the success of the Bosses.” 
It will not gain any additional pity by tra- 
ducing the true and independent Republic- 
ans whg bad the courage and the patriotism 
to combat for the principle of district, or 
populag, representation, and to beat back thé 
minde- n danger, even to the extent of 
sacrificing their own favorits, in whose be- 
half they had worked so long and earnestly. 

The burden of the ex-organ’s plaint may 
be gathered from the following extract from 
its columns: 
didn't. “The Windom men promised to stick, and 
didn’t. The Washburne men were sure they 
would stick, but they didnt. The Blaine 
mon said they woul never desert their candi- 
date, but they did. The Sherman men swore 
they would never desert their candidate, but 
they did. The Grant men said they would never 
desert their candidate, and Uy didn’t. That's 
the difference between Grant men and other 
men. 

It isn’t necessary for the ex-organ of the 
ex-Bosses to expose its grief because the 
Blaine men, the Sherman men, the Edmunds 
men, and the Washburne men didn’t “ stick,” 
It is very well known that the hope of the 
Grant men was based on what they con- 
ceived to be the division of the opposition to 
third-termery and Boss rule. They counted 
upon what they supposed to be various fac- 
tions stubbornly adhering to their various 
candidates until the Grant managers could 
pick recruits, one by one, by various methods, 
including purchase. But that was the mistake 
of the third-term partisans all along. All the 
delegates who went into the Convention op- 
posed to the third-term issue were deter- 
mined to “stick” to their favorit candidates 
as long as they had a hope of success, and so 
they did. But all were still more determined 
that the Republican party should never be 
cursed with the third-term issue, and they 
were prepared to combine at any time when 
it should become necessary to defeat it 
There was a higher purpose and a better pa- 
triotism in this than in blind, unreasoning de- 
votion to the personal fortunes of any candi- 
date. 

The value of unbound, independent dele- 
gates to a National Convention was never so 
forcibly illustrated as in the Chicago strug- 
gie. The third-term project was defeated 
and the Republican party saved by trusting 
the representation of a majority of the con- 
stituencies in the discretion of honest and 
able men. If Wisconsin had been repre 
sented in the Convention by a solid 
delegation of “machine” men, under 
the manipulation of some Boss, or 
bound down to ‘some ironclad pro- 
gram, they would;)pot have been able to 
throw sixteen votes to Garfield when they 
did, and thus lead the movément for 
a happy and satisfactory solution of 
the trouble. Had the Massachusetts dele 
gation been a mere set of puppets, they 
would not have been in a position to make a 
similar effort by changing earlier in the day 
from Edmunds to Sherman. Had the In- 
diana delegation been given no discretion to 
act for the best interests of the party, they 
could not have backed up the Wisconsin 
proffer of honorable compromise with twen- 
ty-nine votes. The fact is, that all the 
delegates, except the 304 who first voted for 
Grant and continued to do so, went into the 
National Convention primarily devoted to 
the interests of the Republican party, and 
ready to make any personal sacrifice that 
might be necessary to that end. They are 
entitled to all credit and praise for their 
courage and patriotism, and the whines of 
an ex-organ or of the ex-Bosses will not 
detraet one jot from the popular gratitude 
to which these men are entitled, „

NOTES FROM ABROAD.

YESTERDAY'S LEGISLATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasurtnoton, D. C., June 9.—The House did 
little to-day beyond accepting two or three con- 
ference reports and passing the adjournment 
resolution. ‘There was a feeble attempt on the 
part of the tariff men to prevent this resolution 
from coming to a vote, but the majority was 
largely the other way. The few working days 
between now and the 16th, the date of final ad-

In the case 
of the disagreement on the Legisiative bill,a reso- 
lution was passed by the House instructing its 
conferees to yield to the Senate con- 
ferees as to the differences in salaries of the 
House and Senate employés of the same grade. 
The Senate has thus far insisted on maintaining 
these salaries at the old figure, while the House 
has largely reduced theirs. Formerly they were 
the same. By this resolution the Senate salaries 
will be left where they are, and the House can 
cut its own salaries down as low as it chooses. 
THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL 
has been, agreed to, and will be ready for the 
President's signature by to-morrow. There is 
ho material change in it. The Agricultural Ap- 

ropriation bili has not been agreed to in con- 

ere but there can be no serious difficulty 
in it. two remain os er srg bills 
will be finished by the nate within two or 
three days, and there will be nothing in the way 
of adjournment by the 16th, if the Democrats do 
not attempt to pass some partisan measure.

FORTUNE BAY. 
A SUBSTITUTE FOR LORING’S BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoeron, D. C., June 9.—The House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, to which was referred 
the President's message relative to the Fortune 
Bay outrages and the bill introduced by Dr. 
Loring, of Massachusetts, to-day reported back 
a substitute for that bill, recommending its pas- 
sage. Mr. Cox presented an elaborate report 
upon this subjeét, discussing all the law points, 
“It is evident 
from the facts that a new adjustment of the 
fishery relations, under the Washington 
Treaty, is mecessary. But before that 
adjustment be had by canceling that 
part of the treaty itself certain other 
measures are indispensable. They should 
be promptly taken by Government in aid of the 
President’s vigorous and patriotic remonstrance. 
This Congress will be responsible if we fail thus 
to vindicate our undoubted rights and dignity.”’ 
The Committee concludes: “ The freedom for 
which we have paid should neither be curtailed 
nor burdened. What we acquired from Great 
Britain under the treaty was neither subject to 
the will of the provinces nor to the will of Great 
Britain. Having been fixed by treaty, it should 
not be arbitrarily and forcibly annulled. If 
Great Britain had the power to 

DISPOSE OF HER RIGHT, 
then we had from her the privilege of the 
shore fisheries. Our right is equal to hers. 
There is no power except brute violence to 
despoil us of that privile which we have so 
abundantly and inordinately paid tor. The power 
of Great Britain over the subject was plenary. 
That pienary power was exercised not merely to 
obtain an immense sum of money which she has 
distributed among the 2 and $1,000,000 
of which was received by New Foundland itself 
as its share, but by the same authority 
we were made copartners in the advantages 
of this freedom to fish on her sea 
and shares. The citizens being, therefore, de- 
barred from the enjoyment of the rights to which 
they were eutitled under the Treaty of Washing- 
ton, not only have they a just claim for redress 
to amount of their damages which our bill 
proposes to ascertain, but we have a right to 
withhold any one of the considerations which we 
for the advantages thus denied. As 

noth is given for the advantage we supposed 
we had received, so nothing should be left un- 
done to rescue whatever we can from the grasp 
of these Provincial law and treaty breakers, The 
Committee, therefore, submits the accompany- 
ing bill and recommend its passage.“
